CALLS 
J AMES 
DAVLIN 


Mourned by All He Expired at His 
Springfield Home. 
His many friends and his family in 
Dixon hav e been trying to prepare 
them selv es for tbe expected message 
of the death of J ames Dav lin at his 
home in Springfield where be has been 
lying at the point of death for sev eral 
days. 
T he sad news came today an­ 
nouncing that tbe end had come at 1 
o’clock this morning. 
Mr. Dav lin was born in Dixon Octo­ 
ber 2,1859, and this was his home un­ 
til about twenty-two years ago when 
he went on the road to trav el for the 
Deering company. Sixteen years ago 
be went into the implement business 
in Springfield with two partners, but 
he later bought the interests of his 
partners and for ten years has con­ 
ducted the business himself.

Mt. Carroll, 111., Dec. 10.—'The case 
against Billy Myers, charged with mur­ 
der, went to the jury at four o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. Court was held 
in session until midnight to await the 
v erdict, but as the jury was still bal­ 
loting court adjourned to 8 o'clock 
this morning. 


“ Murder ic the first degree” 
was 
the v erdict returned after the all- 
night session and the punishment was 
fixed as “ death.” 
Myers took the v erdict as a matter 
of course and when he was returned 
to jail said to his fellow fprisoners 


“ Well, boys, they got m e.” 
The defense makes the claim that 
one of tbe jurors expressed an opinion 
and on this ground mov ed for a new 


trial. 
The court’s instruction to the jury 
were to return a v erdict of murder in 
the first degree, murder in the second 
degree, murder in the third degree, 
manslaughter or innocense. 
On tlie first ballot the .v ote was 8 
murder, 4 manslaughter. aT h e second 
ballot was 12 for murder in the first 
degree. 
There were sev en ballots to decide 
the punishment, the first being 4 for 
life imprisonment and 8 for death. 
The sev enth ballot *was 12 for the 
death sentence.

The line of defense in tbe Myers 
case was not brought out until the 
testimony of Marshal Beck of Thomp 
son was taken. 
Marshal Miller of 
Chadwick had just testified concern­ 
ing tbe robbery of tbe saloon at Chad­ 
wick by Myers and Powell and said 
that be had called Marshal Beck by 
telephone and told him of the rob­ 
bery, describing the two men. 
Beck testified that he was marshal 
of Thompson; that Miller had te le ­ 
phoned him 
as 
stated. 
Attorney 
Eaton for the defense here raised an 
objection as to the testim ony of the 
witness regarding his official acts. 
The point made by Mr. Eaton was 
that Thompson had no city marshal 
according to the statute, which giv es 
only a city tbe right to hav e an ap­ 
pointed city marshal, and as Thomp­ 
son is only a v illage the law did not 
allow the appointment to such officer, 
hence he was not an officer of the law 
and had no authority to make an 
arrest. 
The jury was taken out of 
courtroom and the proposition argued 
before J udge Heard, who ov er-ruled 
tbe motion. 
The witness then described his ar­ 
rest of Myers in the meat market in 
Thompson, bow he turned his: prison­ 
er ov er to Mayor Bennett so (he could 
go into the saloon and get Powell. 
W itness did not tell Myers what he 
was arrested for. After getting Powell 
and while coming out of tbe saloon 
the witness heard three shots and saw 
Myers andiBennett in a struggle. 
“ I 
let Powell go to render assistance to 
tne mayor,” said the witness, “ but 
got there too late to assist him, as be 
had gone down. 
Myers had started to 
run. 
I fired two shots at him, when 
he turned and snapped his rev olv er 
twice, but there were no' shots tired. 
Then J fired three more shots, one of 
which, from the action of Myers, ev i­ 
dently took effect.” 
In his argument for defense Attor­ 
ney Eaton claimed that authorities 
showed that when a man was not in 
the custody of a legal officer and in 
tbe custody of a peace officer, but one 
who did not legally hold any right to 
bold him, then tbe defendant had a 
right to resist the restraint. 
He 
claimed that defendant had a right to 
get away and while not excusable in 
killing the man who held him in re­ 
straint, tbe killing of him under such 
circumstances could and would be no 
more than manslaughter. 
Law as 
held from different states and reports 
were quoted and read by Mr. Eaton.

John Qu incy Ad ams; and we are well 
aw aretthatl the abov e petition was 
written]* in haste thou ghtlessly , by 
someiperson, we know not the au thor, 
and possibly we are “cranky ” in the 
m atter. Let u s see, howev er. 
The word ing of the paper ind icates 
that the principal object of the gentle, 
men who d rew u p the petition appears 
to be that of informing Congress­ 
man 
H itt 
that 
congress 
has 
appropriated ten 
thou sand d ollars 
j with which the gov ernment has pro- 
' cu red a site for a post office. 
When it is remembered that it wa° 
solely throu gh tbe influ ence, personal 
solicitation, hard work and persev er­ 
ance of Mr. H itt, that an appropria 
tion was pu shed throu gh congress 
for the 
pu rchase 
of

site for a gov ernment bu ild ing we can 
well imagine that a smile will pass 
ov er ou r Congressman’s face when he 
read s a petition from the lead ing 
citizens of Dix on, sagely informing 
him that Congress has appropriated 
money for a postofflce site.

winter. 
Sev eral d ay s since the writer re­ 
ceiv ed a letter from Congressman H itt 
asking for d ata whicn he might u se as 
argu ment in fav or of the bill 
We 
sent heretofore statistics su ch as tbe 
rapid increase in popu lation of the 
city of Dix on in the past d ecad e; in­ 
crease of postal bu siness, etc., su ch 
requ ests for information clearly in­ 
d icates Mr. H itt’s earnestness and 
energetic efforts for a postofflce appro­ 
priation.

Howev er, ibeie is not mu ch to a pe­ 
tition, ev en one nu merou sly signed ; as 
Mr. H itt probably will u nd erstand .— 
We may presu me that not one in ten 
of tbe lawy ers, d octor and bu siness 
men read the petition they signed , 
and will be su rprised when we call 
their attention to the tru e spirit of 
the d ocu ment. 


MURDER OR .MANSLAUGHTER? 
We d o not won:er that sometimes 
people are inclined to take the ex ecu ­ 
tion of the law against criminals into 
their own hand s and inflict su mmary 
pu nishment on mu rd erers, when, as 
in tbe case of My ers, the mu rd er of 
May or Bennett of Thompson, by a 
mere legal 
technicality , 
shrewd ly 
taken ad v antage of by the criminal’s 
attorney , the state is forced to change 
the charge of mu rd er to that of man­ 
slau ghter, and the gallows is robbed 
of ibs ju st d u es. 
Beck had been 
appointed v illage marshal by v ote of 
the v illage board , bu t not by ord in­ 
ance as the law prov id es. He su ppos­ 
ed he was end owed with the power to 
arrest a criminal, and attempted to 
arrest My ers. I t was prov en that 
Bennett had no weapon and mad e no 
attack on My ers that cou ld end anger 
his life. Had he been innocent he 
wou ld not hav e resisted u nto d eath 
his attempted arrest. No informality 
in Beck’s appointment cou ld hav e 
mad e any d ifference in the act or tbe 
motiv e of My ers tiring repeated shots 
int? Bennett’s bod y , which was to 
kill Bennett, not in ord er to sav e his 
own life, bu t in ord er to prev ent 
arrest. It was not an act of self- 
d efense as between man and man. So 
tar as he knew, he was resisting egal 
arrest for a crime of which he was 
cansciou s, and so far as man can 
ju d ge,his intent was to escapejarrest by 
tbe taking of hu man life, au d his act 
was the ex pression of his intent. If 
that d oes not constitu te mu rd er, 
what is it?
